Alice Benes was inside the Albertson's grocery store at the US Bank inside th e store. Benes was yelling 
and screaming at the employees. The manager at Albertson's, called the Sheriff's 

department because Benes would not leave the store. When I arrived Benes was yelling and screaming 
about things that were not making sense. I asked her to come outsid e so w e would not cre ate any more 
of a disturbance inside the store. Benes walked outside with me and followed. told me he 
wanted Bene s arre sted for trespassing because she had done this several times earnenn the day. When 
Benes heard say that she tried to walk away. I had to grab her arm to keep her from getting away. 
A short strugglc^nsued and during a control hold of Benes's right arm I heard her arm break and it went 
limp. I requested paramedics and held Benes on the ground until medics arrived. Benes was transported 
to Tri City Hospital for treatment. I issued Benes a citation at the hospital for trespassing and for resisting 
a peace officer. Benes was released at the hospital so she could get treatment for her injury. 

ORIGIN: 

On 01-21-12, at about 1833 hours, I received a radio call, (CAD# 9740037), to investigate a customer 
causing a disturbance at the US Bank inside Albertson's, located at 1301 E. Vista Way in the city of 
Vista. 

BACKGROUND: 

On 01-20-12 at about 1818 hours, I responded to a similar call reference Benes doing the same thing. 
When I arrived she had already left the business. On 01-21-12 at about 1350 hours, day shift units 
responded to a similar call about Benes at the same location. The call stated Benes was gone when they 
arrived as well. 

INVESTIGATION: 

I arrived at the location at about 1842 hours, and was met outside by|HHHH told me Benes had 
been inside the store screaming and frightening customers for some tim^ walked inside the store and 
to the area of the bank. Benes was standing at the bank counter and she was yelling at the teller. Benes 
was not making sense with what she was yelling. I told Benes to keep her voice down several times so I 
could help her resolve any problems she had. Benes continued to yell and scream so I asked her to talk 
to me outside. 

I walked with Benes outside the store near my patrol car. followed us outside and he was standing 
near us as I spoke with Benes. I was trying to ask Benes what the p roblem was and she just continued to 
scream and yell about thin gs tha t did not make sense. I asked what had happened with the 
incident earlier in the day. toldme ^ey 9 ave her a trespass letter telling her they did not want her 
to come back anymore. I asKea if he wanted Benes arrested for trespassing and he said, "Yes."

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When said he wanted Benes arrested, Benes tried to walk away. Benes said "I am not going to 
jail!" I tol^Benes to stop and I grabbed the sleeve on her right arm. Benes tried to pull away from me. I 
felt Benes was trying to get away from me. Based on her irrational behavior I was worried if I did not gain 
control of her immediately she would get violent toward me. Her behavior had been boisterous and 
unpredictable and I felt she was capable of attacking me if she felt it would help her escape. I quickly 
placed her right arm in a wrist lock behind her back. As I put her arm in the wrist lock I shoved her body 
toward the trunk of my patrol car. I wanted to limit her movement by placing her body between me and 
the car. I told Benes several times to put her other hand behind her back. I requested a cover unit for 
assistance. Benes did not comply and she kept trying to pull out of my hold. Benes then twisted her body 
and I heard a loud snap. At the same time I heard the snap her arm went limp and I could tell the bone 
had broken. The break startled me and I released my hold of her arm. Benes's movement trying to get 
away from me in combination with me releasing my grip caused her to fall to the ground. 

I knew her injury was serious and she looked like she was going to try and get up. Benes was on her 
right side on the ground and I applied body weight pressure with my knees on her left side hip and torso. 

I wanted to keep Benes from getting up. I did not want her to make the injury any worse by moving or to 
try and get away. I did not attempt to place handcuffs on her because of her injury. I requested the 
paramedics so Benes could be treated for her injury. Deputy Bailey (#7153) and Deputy Weston (#7558) 
arrived a short time later and assisted me in keeping Benes on the ground on her side. Deputy Leyva 
(#3394) responded to the scene and took a statement from see his report for details. 

Vista Fire Department paramedics responded to the scene and Benes was transported to Tri City 
Hospital by ambulance for treatment. I followed the ambulance to the hospital. While at the hospital Sgt. 
Menzies (#2036) from Division of Inspectional Services responded to the hospital. I gave Sgt. Menzies a 
brief statement about the incident. 

I was informed by staff at the hospital that Benes was likely going to be admitted. I issued Benes a 
citation (#525281) for trespassing and resisting a peace officer. I took digital photographs of Benes's 
injury. The photos were later downloaded to a CD-ROM and placed into evidence. I released Benes at 
the hospital so she could be treated for her injury. 

I returned to the Albertson's to hav sign a citizen's arrest declaration.
